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Abstract of JP111 64058 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a system for offering 
a music software selected by a user while utilizing a mobile 
phone. 

SOLUTION: A distribution center 10 having a server function 
receives provision of a music software from a record 
production company 20. A portable type music 
selection/viewing equipment 50 connected through a public 
line network 30 to the distribution center 1 0 has a main body 
51 having a button input part, a display 52 provided on the 
main body 51 and receiver 54 for music, requests the music 
software selected by the user to the distribution center, and 
outputs the sounds of the received music software to the 
receiver 54 and outputs the lyrics or the like onto the display 
52.

Note: 

There is no substantial difference between the 
invention defined by claim 1 and the invention described in 
Reference 1 . 

Reference 1 describes a process of "Step 15" at 
paragraph 0015 and Fig. 13. The process is that an interrupt 
is noticed or prompt is displayed when call is incoming 
during reproduction. In comparison between the invention 
defined by claim 2 and the invention described in Reference 2, 
the invention defined by claim 2 generates the first music 
signal in precedent to the generation of the second music 
signal. The invention described in Reference 2 is different 
from such an invention of claim 2, in that interrupt is 
noticed simply when a call is incoming during reproduction of 
music software (corresponding to the second performance 
information) . In this regard, Reference 2 discloses a 
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portable telephone set which performs reproduction of music 
upon reception of call. Consequently, no difficulty is 
recognized in constituting such an invention as defined by 
claim 2 where reproduction of music is effected as an 
interrupt notice of incoming call based on the invention 
disclosed in Reference 1 . 

No reason of rejection is found currently for the 
remaining claims other than the claims mentioned in this 
notice of reason for rejection. If another reason for 
rejection is newly found, the reason for rejection will be 
notified.
